NOTES OF THE TURF. 



The veteran turfman, James Galway, sets a 
good example to owners by the symmetrical 
names he bestows on his youngsters. He has 
a system and its keynote is the simple expedient 
of using the initial letter of the sire’s name as a 
starter for the youngster’s name. Hungarian, 
Hurricane, Havelock and Hollander, by Han- 
over; Stamford and Strathconan, by Strath- 
more ; Ethelbert, by Eothen; St. Clair, by St. 
Leonards; Lynbrook, Lifeguard, Landgrave, 
Loradale, Leando and Lindula, by Linden ; 
Bangor and Bellevale, by Belvidere are ex- 
amples of the working of his system, as exemp- 
lified in his band of yearlings of 1897. 

D. Gideon’s California string is made up of 
Leedsville, Distinction, Colonial Dame, Eakins, 
Ludwigsliafen, Wasteful and Ballister. Out- 
side of Leedsville, none of the horses named 
have apparently done enough to justify the ex- 
pense of their transportation to California, but 
Gideou knows a thing or two about racing and 
will be likely to make even the unlikely ones 
win before he returns to New York next spring.
